< be frozen with or without sugar, 
{ but I prefer to use sugrr. Amount 
used will determine the type of 
1 berry and the sweetness desired. 
* 1. Cap berries 

2. Wash 

3. Pour sugar over berries until 
f disovled 

4. Pack in air tight containers 

5. Freeze 

Preserves 

I have been talking to large 
groups of women thu month on 
making preserves. Please do not 
make more than four cups at a 
time. Use a very large container. 
I prefer 1 cup berries to k cup 
sugar and cook only four cups at 
a time about 15 to 20 minutes. 
Pour in a flat container until cool. 
Pack cold in sterlized jars and 
a thin layer of parafin on top. I 
do not use commercial pectin but 
if the homemaker prefers a thick 
jelly she may use it and follow 
the directions on the package. 

Frozen Strawberry Prenerves 

This is a new recipe out for the 
first time last year Please do not 
make all vour preserves by this 
method. This will also crowd your 
freezer. If you have never tried 
it, I suggest you make one recipe 
this year. 

3 cups berries sliced with 5 
cups sugar, dissovle let stand 20 
minutes. Dissolve one package of 
commercial pectin with 1 cup 
water bring to a boil. When cool 
add to berries, pack in class jars 
for the freezer.

British. He made his escape and 
reached his home in Virginia 18 
days before the expiration of his 
enlistment. 

Ambrose Jones received a reg ¬ 
ular discharge from Colonel Po¬ 
sey in Staunton, Virginia. 

Ambrose Jones was married by 
Rev. John Alderson to Martha 
Craig in the LinviUe Parish Bap¬ 
tist church in Greenbrier County, 
Virginia, December 30, 1784, af¬ 
ter their intentions had been an¬ 
nounced for three consecutive 
Sundays. He was listed in the 
1810 census of Floyd County, Ky. 
and settled in what is now Mor¬ 
gan County, Kentucky, on the 
creek that bears his name, “Jones 
Creek.” He probably owned most 
of the land on this creek. 

An interesting bit of the life of 
Ambrose Jones is embodied in the 
History’ of what is now the South 
Fork Baptist Church at Malone 
in Morgan County, Kentucky. 
This church was organized in 
1808. The first minutes read as 
lollows: 

“On December 17, 1808 in the 
year of our Lord, the Church of 
Jesus Christ on White Oak Creek 
in Floyd County, Ky„ met and 
after singing and prayer chose 
Bro. Daniel Williams. Moderator 
and proceeded to business. The 
church ordered that she travel 
for a Deacon. The church ap¬ 
pointed Bro. Daniel Williams,

‘The 4th Saturday of August 

1811 Ambrose Jones was ordam- 
ed a Minister. Daniel Williams 
and Samuel Hammonds assisted 
in the ordination which took place 
at Poplar Meeting House. 

’The second Saturday of Sep¬ 
tember 1813 the Church appoint¬ 
ed Ambrose Jones, Daniel Wil¬ 
liams, Daniel Patton and John 
Perry to attend at the business 
in Spring Church as Messengers 
in a Conference to become a new 
Association. In October this com¬ 
mittee reported they met with 6 
Churches at the Burning Springs 
Church and agreed to unite in an 
Association. They agreed to unite 
in the term that the Elkhorn As¬ 
sociation and the South Kentucky 
Association united on some years 
ago. They agreed to adopt Con¬ 
stitution of the North District As¬ 
sociation. They further agreed to 
adopt the rules of the Deacon of 
the North District Association and 
appointed an Association at the 
Burning Springs Meeting House 
the first Saturday in October 
1813. 

"The second Saturday of June 

1812 the Church ordered that she 
remove the place of holding her 
church meetings and removed it 
to the bottom of Cane Creek.”

As one travels over the 
state he is impressed with the 
large increase in the acreage of 
small grain, especially barley and 
winter oats. This increase is due 
not so much to the desire of 
farmers to shift from allotted 
corn acreages to non-controlled 
crops as to the availability of new 
and superior varieties. In the 
last 20 years barley and oats 
have become very dependable 
crops in Kentucky and where 
they fit into the cropping system 
they may be produced at lower 
cost than corn and a good sub¬ 
stitute for it. 

The best varieties of barley are 
Kenbar and Dayton. Dubois is 
the most recently recommended 
varieiy of winter oats. Seed of 
all these new varieties can be 
purchased in “certified” quality, 
which is a safe precaution in 
view of the impossibility of de¬ 
tecting either varietal purity or 
freedom from diseases in regular 
run seed. 

Much progress has also been 
made in developing improved 
wheat varieties. Practically none 
of the varieties grown ten years 
ago are recommended today. They 
have been replaced by Knox, 
Dual, Todd and Vermillion which 
are more resistant to low tem¬ 
peratures, diseases and insects; 
they also have stronger stems and 
produce high yields of good qual¬ 
ity grain.
